A Comparison  of  Our  Pecan  Trees  With  Other  Nurseries’  Trees 
Notice  carefully  below,  the  picture  of  Root  Systems.

Mr.  I.  P.  Delmas,  Pascagoula,  Miss.,  has  an  18-acre  grove 
which  contains  325  trees  of  four  varieties,  and  when  this 
grove  was  only  nine  years  old  he  gathered  9,750  pounds  of  pe- 
cans from  it.  He  sold  these  nuts  at  75c,  COc  and  40c  per  pound. 

Say  he  averaged  50c  per  pound,  the  crop  for  the  year  paid 
him  $4,875,  or  $270  per  acre  and  $15  per  tree.  This  18-acr’e 
grove  would  pay  10  per  cent  on  $48,750.00;  each  acre  would 
pay  10  per  cent  on  $2,700;  and  each  tree  would  pay  10  per 
cent  on  $150.  As  stated  before,  this  grove  was  only  nine 
years  old — you  might  say  just  beginning  to  bear.  At  12  and 
15  years,  their  yield  will  be  much  greater  than  the  above 
crop,  and  will  continue  to  increase  in  yield  every  year  as  long 
as  they  live.

Texas  Pecan  Industry  a Coming  Giant 
The  Capps  Pecan  Farm  of  Brownwood,  Texas,  in  1919,  pro- 
duced 100,000  pounds  of  marketable  nuts,  sold  at  an  average  of 
10  cents  per  pound.  Last  year  the  yield  was  only  25,000  pounds, 
but  the  price  was  around  23  cents  a pound.  This  year’ 

(1923)  promises,  to  equal  that  of  1919.  The  crop 
is  said  to  be  the  biggest  since  that  banner  year. 

The  Capps  Faun  operates  its  own  sheller  and  packs  and 
ships  shelled  nuts  in  small  cartons  for  commercial  use.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  sheller  on  the  Capps  Farm,  another  large  shell- 
ing plant  is  operated  by  Brooks  Ramey  in  town.  This  plant  does 
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ling  grove  which  produced  5,000  pounds  of  pecans  in  one 
year.  These  nuts  were  sold  at  $1,275,  which  was  $318.75  per 
acre,  or  10  per  cent  on  $3,187.50. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Butterfield,  Manager  of  the  Big  Combination 
Orchard  Co.,  Winona,  Texas,  (see  illustration  below)  has  the 
largest  paper  shell  pecan  grove  in  the  state,  which  contains 
1,000  acres,  and  is  often  spoken  of  as  “The  Million  Dollar 
Pecan  Grove."  He  is  making  big  money  for  his  stockholders 
and  the  trees  are  now  only  about  10  to  12  years  old.  They 
first  planted  peach  trees,  later  setting  the  pecan  tr 
tween,  but  now  are  cutting  the  peach  trees  out,  which  have 
held  the  pecan  trees  back  quite  a bit. 

Land  planted  to  pecan  trees  can  be  cultivated  to  the  same 
crops  that  you  have  been  growing,  without  injury  to  either 
the  trees  or  the  crops. 

Col.  C.  A.  Duzee,  former  president  of  the  National  _Nut 
Growers’  Association,  said;  “My  own  best  trees  ai'e  eight 
years  old  now  and  they  have  retui-ned  me  more  money  than 
the  cost  of  the  trees,  land,  cultivation,  fertilizing  and  interest 
on  the  investment."  He  says  he  values  his  grove  at  ten 
times  what  it  cost.

He  said  that  with  propei’  care  in  handling  and 
marketing,  this  year’s  crop  could  be  made  three  times  as  valu- 
able as  the  1919  crop,  which  netted  Texas  gro^

to  produce  all  the  lateral  roots  that  we  can.  In  order 
that  you  may  get  the  best  rsults  from  our  trees,  we  have 
every  tree  dug  with  shovels  by  careful  men,  so  that  these 
roots  will  be  left  on  the  trees  as  much  as  possible.  As 
each  tree  is  dug,  it  is  placed  back  in  the  same  hole  that 
it  is  dug  out  of  and  covered  just  as  deep  as  it  came  out 
of  the  ground.
